Eastport, Nov. 17. We have just heard of another de- 
structive fire at St. Johns,and [ hatten to give you such par. 
ticulars as are known. A lady who left St. Andrews for 
St. John, on Monday, and was detained at Carleton on ac. 
count of high winds, writes that ihe fire broke out on Mon. 
day evening, and had swept all South-Market wharf, and 
the buildings down to Whitney’s wharf, from Prince Wil. 
liam-street to the water, the new Market-house, &c.— 
Whether it crossed Prince William-street was not known. 
Large quantities of goods were placed in the Market-house, 
and were all burnt. Forty vessels are stated to have been 
burnt, including five large ships, and the fire was still ra. 
ging when the mail left. The fire was seen here on Mon- 
day, all last night, and at day break this morning. The 
wind was very high last night, blowing a gale from west 
to southwest, and itis feared that the quarter part of the 
city must have gone. It is supposed here that Barber's 
building, on the corner of King-street, must have taken 
fire from the market-house, the wind blowing directly upon 
it—if sv, where will it have stopped.

Suppression of the Slave Trade. 

It is well known, that many American mer- 
chant vessels, entirely innocent of any actual! 
or intended participation in this abominable 
traffic, have been boarded, searched, taken pos- 
session of, overhauled, diverted from their 
course and business, their captains and crews 
taken from them, whose places have been oc- 
cupied by an English prize-master and crew—by 
British cruisers, employed in the African waters 
for the suppression of the slave trade. ‘This has 
been the subject of earnest remonstrance with our 
Envoy, Mr. Stevenson, whose correspondence 
with Lord Palmerston, we have read with much 
interest. Mr. Stevenson’s letters combine firm- 
ness with courtesy, and he obtains courteous an- 
swers in return, and a pledge from Lord P. to ex- 
amine duly into the particulars brought under his 
notice. 

There is one passage in Mr. S.’s first letter, 
which, while it expresses a becoming horror of 
the atrocious traffic, indicates some of the reasons 
why the United States have not become a party 
to the treaties existing between several European 
powers for the suppression of the slave trade—— 
Ch. Mirror. 

Her Majesty’s Government cannot. be insen.- 
sible of the strong desire which the Government 
of the United Statgs, and the nation at large, feel 
in the complete annihilation of the African slave 
trade. 

The course pursued for the last 30 years is 
best calculated to mark the feelings and opinions 
of the Government and people of the United 
States in relation toa traflic now properly regar- 
ded by most civilized nations as alike repugnant 
to justice and humanity, and which, in relation to 
the United States, is not the Jess so to all the dic- 
tates of a sound policy. 

It is true that the American Government have 
declined to become a party in treaties with other 
nations for the suppression of the slave trade. Al- 
though repeatedly urged by Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment to do so, the United States have been 
forced to decline all conventional arrangements, 
by which the officers of ships-of-war of either 
country should have the right to board, search, or 
capture, or carry into foreign ports for adjudica- 
tion, the vessels of each other engaged iw the 
slave trade. Indeed, it may be well doubted, apart 
from other considcrations, whether the constitu. 


tional powers of the American Government | 


would be compétent to carry into effect those 
portions of the existing system so indispensably 
necessary to give it the character of just recipro- 


city. 
These ions,.on the part of the United 
States have been repeatedly and frankly made 


known to her Majesty's Government, and are 

doubtless weil understood by the British cabinet ;

Why are such characters tolerated, or retained in 
church-fellowship? Should not such conduct be 
severely rebuked? What can be more unchris- 
tian? If persisted in, should not the offence call 
for exclusion? ‘The drunkard, or adulterer, is 
readily dealt with ; but is the practice of the tale- 
bearer, less detrimental to the interests of reli- 
gion ? 

‘This sort of business, however gratifying it may 

to certain minds, involves a responsibility
